SHOULD HAVE BUILT STEEL 
LOCKERS; ORGANIZATION 
COULD FORCE PAYMENT 


PITTSBURG, Cal., Mar. 9%.— 
About six years ago, the Colum- 
bia Steel Co. built an additional 
shaek to the toilets and called it 
a bath house. This was where 
about 50 of the workers were 
supposed to change their clothes 
and wash. But about a hundred 
or 150 men began to build them- 
selves boxes of scrap lumber and 
sheet iron that they had found 
in the yard or some made boxes 
ut home in order to have a place 
to keep their things. 

About two months ago a fire 
started in this so-called bath 
house which was nothing but a 
dirty and stinking shack, The 
fire burned up the clothes and 
shoes of all the workers. Very 
few had anything left. The 
clothes were worth five or ten 
dollars each. I and many other 
workers think that the company 
is responsible because if there 
had been a decent bath house as 
there is at the Tin Mill, with 
stee] lockers, no clothes would 
have been burned. 

The company should pay 
everything that was lost. 
the company will not give 
men anything of their own free 
will, The workers have to de- 
mand that their clothes be paid 
for. But you cannot do it as an 
individual, but must be organiz- 
ed.

They could 
easily call a meeting of the work- 


ers from this department and 
elect a committee and go to the 
company and demand that the 


company stand good for the work- 
ers’ loss. 

But the officials of the 
have not done anything. Why 
are we paying $3 initiation fees 
and such high monthly dues? 
($1.25 to $2.50). What do we 
get? What do union offi- 
cials wait for, are ‘they waiting 
until the union is organized 100 
percent, before they will make 
even small demands upon the 
company? I am afraid they will 
be badly disappointed as the 
workers will that the union 
doesn’t do anything, just collect 
dues.

Standard Oil is still speeding up 
and intimidating the workers 
here, and the latest step is fore- 
ing the workers to set aside a 
portion of their starvation wages 
for a so-called retirement fund. 

The Standard Oil is paying 
$3,275,000 in dividends for the 
current quarter, and Kingsbury 
received a bonus of. fifty thou- 
sand dollars in addition to his 
salary of one hundred thousand 
dollars, all during the time that 


Kingsbury’s ‘‘Four . Horsemen”’ 
were going through the factory 
laying off all the workers who 


could not keep pace with the in- 
tense speed-up. Kingsbury’s bo- 
nus alone would feed fifty fami- 
lies for a year. 

The AF of L has tried to or- 
ganize the oil workers of Contra 
Costa county, but the workers 
know this double-crossing bunch

Slave Driving and

Perrelli Cannery 


RICHMOND, (Cal.,, Mar. .8.—I 
am a cannery worker and have 
worked for several different com- 
panies but I never worked for 
such a bunch of slave drivers as 
the Felice & Perrelli cannery 
here in Richmond. I have work- 
ed here for several seasons and I 
know what goes on here. Mini- 
mum wage laws for women mean 
nothing here nor child labor ei- 


ther. Not even the NRA made 
much difference last year and I 
don’t suppose it will be much 


different this year. 

Last year we worked on apri- 
cots and peaches from 6 a. mM. 
until 11 p. m. if there was work. 
Three girls all under 18 worked 
here for three straight years. 
Perrelli even had his kids work- 
don’t look to 


ing although they 

be over 10 or 11 years of age. 
They were putting cans on the 
belt. 


We are working on fruit salad 
now. We work six hours a day 
with only five minutes off, and 
even then we have to start five 


minutes early so we really take 
our own time off. They drive 
the girls now more than they 


ever did and believe me we have 
two slave drivers, Joe and Frank 
Felice. 

The cannery used to 
water here and it cost quite a 
bit and we were hardly allowed 
to use enough water to wash the 
fruit decently. But now they 
get water some place eheaper, 
but oh what water. Sometimes 
it smells just like a sewer. It 
gets so bad that I have seen the 
girls throw up on the job. The 
smell of the water made them so 
sick. I guess the State man must 
just come out here for cigars. 
I would never buy fruit canned 
here if I knew it but, very few 
cans are Jabelled with their own 
label. All kinds of different la- 
bels are put on so brands don’t 
mean anything when it gets to 
the stores. —A Cannery Slave.

SELBY, Cal., Mar. 10.-—The 
NRA has come to Selby, with its 
program of rage-cutting, and 


the American Smelting and Re- 


fining Company is 100 per cent 
for this Seg of the NRA 
In 193 the company nated 


$3.75 alge a 8-hour day at com- 


mon labor, or the ‘Bull Gang”, 
as we call it. At that time, we 
were working eat days per 
week. Between 1930 and _ the 
time the NRA came oie effect, 
we got two 10 per cent cuts, 
which left us with $3.04 per 
day, or $21.28 per week. 

When the NRA came along, 


the company gave us a _ notice 
that we were to get a 10 per cent 


raise and a 40-hr. week, without 
us even asking for it. What 
did this mean? It meant that 
although our daily wage was 
raised from $3.04 to $3.3 our 
weekly wage was cut to $16.70, 
while the cost of everything we 
have had to buy has increased 
tremendously. 

Skilled labor in this. plant 
draws from $3.60 to $4.12 per 
8-hour day, and even the crack 
foremen only get $150 per month 
for eracking the whip on the 
workers. 

Speed Up Furnaces. 

While these wage cuts have 
been going on, the speed-up has 
also taken place. At the blast 
furnace, Wild Bill Thomas, (at 
that time blast furnace superin- 


tendent, but now reduced to junk 
lead foreman for his services to 


the company) removed all help- 
ers he could and told the boys 
not to worry as the furnaces 


would be slowed up to make only 


12 to 18 and not over 15 charges 
per shift, thus slowing down the 
work throughout the plant. ‘This 
was done for a few weeks, but 
then the company made whole- 
sale shifts of superintendents, 
and the new supers, coming in 
from other plants, set out to 
speed, up production. As a re- 


sult of this, the blast furnace is 
now making from 18 to 22 char- 
ges per 8 hours, speeding up the 
ore room and lead refinery in 
order to keep up with the blast 
furnace, 

This new speed-up has more 
than made up for the 10 per cent 
per hour increase which the 
company “gave’’ us. 

The only man who has really 
benefited from the NRA in Shel- 
by is King -fish Shedd, head of 
the Mystic Knights of Selby. He 
has many confidential talks with 
the superintendent without the 
rest of the committee present. 
His wages have been increased 
to where he gets seven days pay 
for 5 days pencil pushing. He 
also said that the company would 
fire the man who wrote the piece 
recently posted on the bulletin 
board which expressed facts that 
many of us were too timid to 
mention right out in public. Yet 
there are those who can’t see 
that Shedd is working hand-in- 
hand with the company. 

Fellow-workers, we may 
to strike to imnrove our 
tions, and we should start 
paring for this right now.

Carbon Plant at 
Shell Chemical Co. 
Gets a 25% Cut 


RICHMOND, 5 Gal. March S8th.— 


When the new Carbon Plant 
was started recently at Shell 
Chemical, the company asked a 


buneh of us operators-helpers to 
take over the operation. Work- 
ing in the Carbon Plant is a dirty 
job—so dirty every man spends 
one extra hour at the plant try- 
ing to get off the soot. But we 
took the job with the expecta- 
tion that as it was shift work 
we would get a raise over our 
$4.80 a day. The wife and the 
kids had to have the money. 


And now, just yesterday the 
big boss ‘alled us into the of- 
fice and gave us slips to sign 


that would force us to work for 
$3.60 a day. No raise but a 
25% wage cut. We protested 
he laughed, “SIGN, OR THE 
GATE”. We were unorganized 
and we had no contact with the 
other workers in the plant, not 
even a shop-paper so we could 
tell them what happened. 

We knew it is hard to get an- 
other job, workers are being laid 
off every place, so we had to 
sign. 

We should have our own shop- 
paper, so we can tell the workers 
what happens, and then an in- 
dustrial union in Shell Chemieal.

their organization, giving us red 
ties with Pioneer clasps. Never 
have I seen more intelligent well- 
fed or clean children in any coun- 
try in the world.” 

“But the most cheering sight 
of all and the most cheering 
sound in the entire city,” and 
here the eyes of the young work- 
er from Texas glowed at the re- 
membranee, ‘“‘was early in the 
morning when the Red Army 
men came marching down the 
snow-covered streets, snow on the 
mountains and snow everywhere, 
and the Red Army men in their 
uniforms glowing with health, 
singing as they marched.” 


“What did they sing?’ I askea. 


“lm trying to think of the 
name of it,’”’ he said. : 
“Ill sing it for you,’’ said a 


comrade who had left Viadivos- 
tok back in 1910, and in Russian 
the comrade sang “Banker and 
Boss Hate the Red Soviet Star” 


“That’s it, that’s it,’’ said the 
young seaman and added, “we 
met lots of the Red Army men 
in the International Club. The 


officers were just the same as the 
privates, they were all comrades 
together, very democratic.’ 


COMRADELY TREATMENT 


“Another thing that I can’t 
forget was how we were treated 
coming from the S. S. Missoula on 
the ferry that took us to shore 


when the ship was anchored 
across the bay. It was freezing 
cold and the ferry boat was 
crowded, so the crew invited us 
down to their quarters where 


there was a blazing fire in a 
big stove. They said we weren't 
used to the cold like the Russian 
workers and other passengers. 

“Did you visit many factories?” 
I asked. 

“No,” said the young worker, 
“they aren't putting in manv in- 
dustrial improvements in Vladi- 
vostok except to improve sanita- 
tion and the general living condi- 
tions of the workers. The rea- 


son for this is that they expect 
the town to be bombarded and 
they don’t want to waste a lot 
of the workers’ material in what 
will eventually be destroyed. 
Why, while we were there the 


Japanese army moved up to with- 


in seven miles of the city, right 
on the Korean border. Just be- 


fore we got there twelve Japanese 
planes flew right over the city 


to see if Vladivostok was guard- 
ed. They got the surprise of 
their lives. Like a flock of huge 
birds, fifty Red Army planes rose

“How did the Captain like 
conditions there?’’ he re-answered

When the 
Soviet Shipping authorities want- 
ed papers signed they didn’t come 
on board, but sent for him to 
come ashore and they _ insisted 
that two rank-and-file members 
of the crew sign all papers with 
him.

One 
day he asked me where he could 
get someone who spoke English 


to translate for him. I told him 
there was a chap at the club.

Institute like they have all over. 
Imagine him thinking it was like 
the Fink Hall, but he soon found 
out different when he went. up 
to the club and saw all the revo- 
lutionary posters on the wall and 
the Red Corner. He didn’t say 
much and he treated the crew 
with kid-gloves during the entire 
time of our seventeen days stay. 
He heard too much about other 
ships-that didn’t."’

France to Spend 3 Billion More on Arms 


PARIS, France, Mar. &8.—A bond issue for three billion francs 
($195,000.000) was sought by the French government to be spent 
on armaments “to make France invincible on land, sea and air.” 

While millions of Frenchmen are unemployed and starving, 
the bill introduced in the Chamber of Deputies calls for the ex- 
penditure in addition to the regular budget reported last week, 
and would create an “air fleet of the first magnitude’. The bill 
flatly declares that the French imperialists intend to redouble their 
armament building program. 


Italy, Austria Hungary Fascists Meet 


ROME, Italy. Mar. 4.—A three-cornered conference of Fasvist 
chiefs, Dolifuss of Austria, Goembois of Hungary, and Mussolini of 
Italy is scheduled for Mareh 14, 15 and 16, with the view of 
ereating “preferential customs’ between the three nationalities— 
in other words, to bring Fascist Austria and Fascist Hungary 
under the hegemony of Fascist Italy. In the meantime, Austria 
was strengthening her German frontier by sending detachments of 
Heimwehr (Fascist) troops to the border.

It was 
accompanied by a campaign of 
social demagogy through which 
the bourgeoisie tried to convince 
the masses that through the new 
deal capitalism is overcoming the 
fundamental capitalist contradic- 
tions, is developing towards a 
planned economy, ete. There is 
no foundation for all these pre- 
dictions. Even in the face of 
the upturn in production, which 
occurred in the summer of 1933, 
the misery of the masses has in- 
creased. On the contrary, ALL 
THE MEASURES OF THE “NEW 
DEAL’’, FAR FROM SOLVING 
THE ECONOMIC CRISIS, HAVE 
ONLY INTENSIFIED THE GEN- 
ERAL CRISIS OF CAPITALISM.

The total income of the working- 
class is less than 40 per cent of 
what it was four vears ago. The 
oppressed Negro masses are suf- 
fering new economic attacks, and 
a rising wave of lynch terror. 
Large sections of poor and mid- 
dle farmers are being driven off 
their land or reduced to the po- 
sition of tenants and peons for 
the bankers and monopolists. 
Great numbers of the middle 
class intellectuals, professionals, 
teachers, white collar workers, 
have likewise been cast into pov- 


erty. Especially hard hit as a 
result of the erisis is the youth 
of the workingelass, farmer and 


middle class. Millions of working- 
class children are suffering un- 
der-nourishment and actual star- 
vation, unable to go to _ school 
because of lack of food, clothing 
and even school facilities which 
are everywhere reduced. 


“NEW DEAL’”—PROGRAM OF 
FASCISM AND WAR. 


4.—The ‘‘New Deal” of Roose- 
velt is the aggressive effort of 


the bankers and trusts to find a 
way out of the crisis at the ex- 
pense of the millions of toilers. 
Under cover of the most shame- 
less demagogy, Roosevelt and the 
capitalists carry through drastic 
attacks upon the living standards 
of the masses, increased terror- 
ism against the Negro masses, 
increased political oppression and 
systematic denial of existing civil 
rights, and are strengthening the 


control ot the big monopolists 
over the economic and _ political 
life of the country. The ‘‘New 


Deal” is a program of fascization 
and the most intense prepara- 
tions for imperialist war. Its 
class character is seen in the 
policy of the subsidies to the 
railroads, banks, and insurance 
companies, accompanied by  in- 
creased parasitism, corruption, 
and bureaucratism. The devalua- 
tion of the dollar has resulted 
in a rapid rise of prices of com- 
modities, and the lowering of the 
real wages. The NRA machinery, 
with its labor boards on the one 
hand, and the most brutal police 
and military force on the other, 
has been used for the purpose of 
breaking up the workers’ strug- 
gles and their organizations.

Strike struggles, not only of 
those of the independent class 
unions, against whom the attack 
has been most vicious, but also 
the struggles of the workers in 
the AF of L have been violently 
suppressed. Its farm policy has 
enriched the big farmers and 
capitalists at the expense of the 
agricultural workers, the poor 
and middle farmers. 

5.—The right of organization 
which was so loudly hailed by the 
social-fasecists, which was to be 
guaranteea by section 7a of the 
NRA, has been used as a new 
instrument in the hands of the 
employers for the development 
of company unions, to block the 
desire of the workers to organize 


into real trade unions, indepen- 
dent of the bosses and govern- 
ment. It is an instrument to 


prop up the boss-controlled AF of 
I. bureaucracy, and a means to 
divert the fight and organization 
of the workingclass away from 
militant trade unions. The sys- 
tem of codes has been a step in 
the direction of government con- 
trol and fascization of the trade 


unions. The codes fixed mini- 
mum wages in the face of in- 
flation and the rising prices. 


The so-called Public Works Pro- 
gram has been used for the build- 
ing up of the army and navy,— 
an additional important weapon 
for the whole program of Roose- 
velt, which is one of preparation 
for war. All of this proves that 
the Roosevelt regime is not as 
the liberals and Socialist Party 
leaders claim, a progressive re- 
gime, but is a government serving 
the interests of finance eapital 
and moving toward the fascist 
suppression of the workers’ move- 
ment.

In all the markets of the world, 
the struggle between Great Bri- 
tain and the United States grows 
more acute.

\Behind the Ritzy “Brown # |John Hester Freed 


on Parole: Jailed 
for One Year 


LOS ANGELES, Mar. 9.—John 
Hester, jailed last July under a 
year sentence for turning on the 
gas for his home when .unem- 
ployed @ year ago January, is 
out today on parole foreed by 
mass pressure mobilized bv the 
International Labor Defense. 

He is out on his own terms, 
having demanded his parole which 
was worded so as to appear to 
deport him from the State, be 
re-worded. Comrade Hester and 
his wife themselves proposed 
that he take work on a friend's 
farm in Nebraska where he could 
recover his health. Hester is ill 
and has lost considerable weight 
and wants to recover so he ean 
return to workingelass activity. 
He also demanded that uneen- 
sored copies of his personal mail 
which the jail authorities were 
holding, be either returned to 
him or destroyed, and saw the 
letters torn up and thrown away. 


At least fifty personal letters 
had been received by the anu- 
thorities several days ago, among 
them letters from Dr. Millikan, 
Rev. Panton, head of the Con- 
gregational Christian Church, 
and Rev. Heist and others promi- 
nent. in chureh and educational 
circles protesting Hester's im- 
prisonment. 

Because of his workingelass 
activities outside, Comrade Hes- 
ter was consistently discriminated 
against in jail, being denied work 
on the road camp and _ trusty 
work. although these were given 
to all other prisoners of the 
same length of sentence, He was 
forced to withhold, on pain of 
being denied parole, letters that 
deseribed food and health eondi- 
tions in jail. He was not al- 
lowed to receive literature,

FEW FUNCTION WELL 


The majority of the 23 shop 
units hardly deserve the title of 
“Shop Unit”. Many are _ stag- 
nant little groups, wholly “in- 
ternalized’’, chiefly because the 
problems in the shop or factory 
are not eoneretely and realistical- 
ly dealt with, no plan of work 
is developed, and very little con- 
sistent work in carried on within 
the shop or amongst the workers. 
This is reflected by the few shop 
organs which exist, the lack of 
shop correspondence in the ‘“Wes- 
tern Worker’, and the extremely 
peor recruiting by the shop units. 
This more or less immature status 
of our shop work is undoubtedly 
due to the LACK, and in some 
cases COMPLETE ABSENCE, of 
guidance and participation in 
the work by the Section Com- 
mittees. Of course, there are one 
or two instances where excellent 
experience has been gained, pro- 
gress made, (Waterfront in SF, 
Contra Costa shop units, several 
in Eureka), and some forms of 
action or struggle developed. In 
the majority of Sections, the 
shop units are allowed to shift 
for themselves. Section Commit- 
tees are concerned with street 
meetings, forums, demonstrations, 
headquarters, etc., but fail to co- 
ordinate the work of the shop 
units so as to BUILD THE UNIT 
THRU HELPING THEM with 
their problems of shop questions, 
and utilizing the various cam- 
paigns (signature, Western Wor- 
ker sub drive, for Unemployment 
Insurance, May Day, ete.) to

bring the face of the Party to 
the particular factory (thru the 
shock brigades, assigning street 
units to concentrate there, ete.) 
Sometimes the key to the situa- 
tion lies in the formation of an- 
other form of organization (un- 
ion, shop group, grievance com- 
mittee, etc.), sometimes it may 
be the need of a few comrades to 
do visiting of contacts, or de- 
termining a question of policy. 
But the key won't be found un«- 


less there is constant and thoro 
study of the problem through 
close contact with the work of 
the Unit. 


DISCUSSION SHOULD HELP 


The Shop units ean help theme 
selves during this pre-convention 
discussion period. In order to 
prepare for applying the direc- 
tives our National Convention 
will give us for our future work, 
each Unit should determine (pre- 
ferably with a representative of 
the Section Committee or District 
Committee present) how much 
leadership has been developed, 
what are the next steps, how can 
we develop struggle, what issues 
are most vital to the workers. 
what form of organization will 
best fit the situation, ete. 

Secondly, every shop. unit 
should have a medium through 
which it ean bring the face of 
the Party boldly forward, giving 
our political interpretation of 
conditions, events, ete. Union, 
opposition group bulletins are an 
excellent thing, but the Party 
Unit must never hide itself be- 
hind this, nor must the comrades 
capitulate to the fear of the “red 
seare’’. District, Section and Unit 
Agit-Prop directors should help 
the shop units to greet the Na- 
tional Convention with the ap- 
pearance of a shop paper. The 
question of the, shop paper, or @ 
small shop supplement to the 
Western Worker, to be inserted 
weekly, bimonthly or monthly, 
should be studied and plans made 
to improve, or begin publication. 
With the help of the “Shop Paper 
Manual’, Party organizers, etc., 
this task is not too difficult. 

And let’s develop a broad net- 


work of worker correspondents 
who will record experiences to 
help other comrades in other 


units, and to help lead the work- 
ers in the shops. 

The holding of occasional shop 
conferences, with representatives 
present from all the shop units, 
on a Sectional or District-wide 
basis, will also help to improve 
our shop activity. And finally. 
the street units must ACTUALLY 
earry out their plans for con- 
centrating on important factories 
in their neighborhoods.
